This was a m argin of two votes more expected, 
than the necessary two-thirds m ajor­ 
ity as compared with the 52 votes 
there were to spare when the veto 
was overriden in the house last Sat­ 
urday. 
The tax m easure, now in conference 
for adjustm ent of rates, which differed 
in the house and senate bills will pro­ 
vide a flat 25 per cent reduction on all 
incom e taxes for the present year and 
a general slashing of federal taxes 
for future years. 
The crushing defeats adm inistered 
the President by both house and sen­ 
ate when he sought to prevent pass­ 
age of the bonus by a veto, were re­ 
ported to have greatly weakened ad­ 
m inistration apposition 
to

Presidential spokesm an, who openly 
condemned the tax bill a week ago be­ 
cause it failed to include the Mellon 
plan, were now said to favor accep­ 
tance of the m easure in the relief that 
another legislative clash between the 
W hite House and congress would re­ 
sult in grave dam age to the Presi­ 
dent’s political fortunes. 
This belief w'as heightened by re­ 
liable report* th a t Secretary of the 
T reasury Mellon had practically with­ 
draw n his opposition to the congres­ 
sional tax bill, which ultim ately will 
be a compromise betw een the Long- 
w orth Republican house bill and the 
Simmons Dem ocratic senate m easure.

A PUBLIC BENEFACTOR 


Mr. William E. Harmon, originator of one of the earliest prac­ 
tical methods of selling land on the installment plan, is piesident 
of the New York real estate firm which bears his name, and of 
several allied corporations. 
For more than thirty years he has 
been a leading factor in suburban developments in various parts 
of the vountry. 
His companies, which at one time operated in 
twenty-six cities, have sold $200,000,000 worth of real estate. A 
short time ago he established the Harmon Foundation, which spe­ 
cializes in student loans and children’s playgrounds. Mr. Harmon 
was born in Ohio in 1862, and was studying medicine when a crisis 
in the family’s fortunes caused him to abandon his classes and 
obtain work. 
Lebanon has felt kindly towards Mr. Harmon because of the 
public spirit he has always shown in his gifts for the benefit of all 
classes of its cozens. 
We clip from the American Magazine one feature of Mr. Har­ 
mon’s benefactions, as related by James C. Derieux: 
“Some years ago,” he explained, “I discovered a community in 
Brooklyn that needed a playground. There was vacant land near 
by, but the people Vfho were interested in the children didn’t have 
any money. I thought about the matter, and after a while an idea 
flashed into my mind. 
“A friend got an option on the vacant property, and we broke 
it up into tiny lots two by ten feet, prepared a little ‘deed’ for each 
one, and then put the children to work selling tho lots at three 
dollars apiece. The sale was a great success, and that playground 
is in use today. 
“A man will buy a little piece of land even when he will not' 
give money outright—especially if the children get after him ! 
The fact that his deed transfers the land to the playground or­ 
ganization makes no difference to him. 
W hat could he do writh 
a lot not much bigger than a tow’el ? 
“This same plan will work anywhere. Conduct the sale just 
as if it were a regular land sale. Advertise it. Make the children | 
do the selling, for they can put it across and at the same time 
learn something that will be of value to them in later life. Give 
each purchaser a deed with a stipulation in that the property he 
is donating must be used forever as a place of recreation. Each 
town can fix the prices of the miniature lots to suit itself; or can 
auction them off, if that is considered the best way. 
“The Foundation will be glad to assist any community espec­ 
ially a small city or town—obtain a place for children to play. We 
have a saying that ‘The gift of land is the gift eternal.’ I’ve seen a 
park in Rome that for more than two thousand years has given 
pleasure to millions of people. A playground now will be a play­ 
ground forever, for land is the one thing th at does not perish. 
“And children will play.! If they don’t have a decent place to 
romp, they will take to the streets and associate with the worst 
elements in town, just as I did. 
“Another thing that gives me endless pleasure is loaning money 
to college students. 
I’ve been doing that for thirty years, and 
not one of the men I have trusted has failed to pay up. Recently 
I set aside one hundred and fifty thousand dollars to be loaned to 
college boys and girls.”

SUN’S DEATH MAY CENTRALIZE CHINA 


Efficient 
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Tomorrow—Answered Letters

With the death of Dr. Sun Yat Sen, about which there seems 
to be some doubt, the visionary leader of the recalcitrant South 
China Government, the capital of Canton is expected to pass into 
the hands of the Peking government, whose forces for the last 
year have been battling the troops of the “Constitutionalist” Pres­ 
ident. 
While Dr. Sun surrounded himself with a number of loyal 
and efficient generals and governmental leaders, it is not consider­ 
ed likely that any of his associates will be able to wield sufficient 
influence to prevent a collapse of the Southern regime. 
According to reports received from Canton, it would surprise 
no one to learn that the Government and military authorities had 
evacuated the city. In this eventuality the Sun mercenary troops 
may become a grave danger and menace to the safety of the city, 
unless General Chen Chiung-Ming and his opposition forces are 
able to take immediate control. 
General Chen, formerly Minister of War for Dr. Sun under 
the first South China Government, revolted and ousted Sun in 
1922. 
President Sun, however returned in 1923 and drove out 
Chen. Since then General Chen, under the banner of General Wu 
Pei-Fu, the Loyang war lord, and the Peking Government, have 
waged unceasing hostilities against the forces of his former chief­ 
tain. 
Whether the reported passing of the Southern leader will 
mean the centralization of Chinese government is unpredictable. 
Some influential Chinese believe that Sun’s death will mean the 
wiping out of many sectional differences which have thus far kept 
the Republic in chaos. Others say that new opposition may spring 
up which will cause a continuation of civil war more devastating 
than that which has been fought in the South.

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TUBERCULOSIS IN 
OHIO FLOCKS FOUND 


In visiting about IOO 
flocks 
of 
poultry within the past two weeks. I 
a poultry extension specialist from I 
the Ohio State University found 15 j 
of the IOO flocks infected with tuber- j 
cillosis. 
"While tuberculosis may 
not 
be 
any more prevalent in Ohio than it 
was last year or the year before, it s 
prevalent encngli' to warrant a close 
watch by all poultrytnen who want 
to keep their flocks intact,” says G 
. 
S. Vickers, the specialist who visit­ 
ed those IOO flocks. 
“The unfortunate part of it.” 
he 
continues, “is that I found this con­ 
dition among flocks that are cared 
for better 
than 
the 
average 
in 
Ohio. Probably the flocks 
became 
infected through 
accident, 
rather 


t h a n through any lack of care. 
“Usually 
when a 
hen 
becomes 1 
tubercular it 
becomes 
lame 
and 
thin. Watch for that. Then get rid 
of such birds at once. Rear 
young 
c h ick s away from the old ones and 
on fresh ground. 
“lf you arc at all suspicious that 
some in the flock have the disease, 
cull more severely than you would j 
ordinarily. Flocks will soon drop in j 
production, and culling should im­ 
mediately follow that decrease. 
“If the disease Is widespread, the 
onlv thing to do is to dispose of the , 
whole flock, lime the 
ground 
and 
turn it over, and spray all houses 
and equipment thoroughly with a 
disinfectant. Above all. rear young 
chick?
